INVESTIGATORS have failed to solve the mystery of a 
near-miss incident in (he skies above Stevenage. 

Intensive inquiries were launched after airliner pilots flying at 9.000fl 
over the town on their way to Stansied Airpon reported seeing a streak 
of red. white and blue hurtling towards them. 

Within two seconds it had vanished, kavmg no trace on radar 



screens, and sparking an inquiry that has 
taken a year to reach a conclusion. 

The craft wa.s said to have passed down 
the fight side of the Act Lingus BAe 14t> 
airliner l()t)fi below and less than 300 
yards away 

The coUuir .scheme and shape described 
by the witnesses suggested it may have 
been a Red Arrows display team Hawk 
jet. 

But investigators from the joint Airprox 
Working Criuip, made up of civil and mil¬ 
itary flight profe.ssionals, soon accounted 
for the whereabouts of those planes, plus 
all other RAF and BAe Hawks - none had 
been in (he area. 

The owners of other jets in private 
hands were also traced and their planes 
were eliminated from the inquiry. 

Unusual decision 

And Airprox Working Group investiga¬ 
tors concluded pilots had seen "an 
unknown objeci in June last year. 

A spokesman for the Civil Aviation 
Authority said that "very few” such 
reports reached this conclusion. 

"Wc have had them in the past," he 
said, adding (hat (he mailer was no longer 
being investigated by the CAA and its 
affiliated bodies. 

He added that details of sitings of 
unidentified flying objects were handled 
by the Ministry of Defence.

In Roswell, New Mexico 

SELF-DECLARED alien ab- 
ductees. an alien family and 
countless UFO believers were 
among the lens of ihousar.ds of 
people drawn to the New Mex¬ 
ico town of Roswell this week¬ 
end to mark the 50th anniver¬ 
sary of an alleged UFO crash. 

Some visitors watched the 
skies for alien spacecraft and 
searched for answers about 
strange experiences, but many 
were content to buy an alien- 
face T-shirt and watch the ex¬ 
travaganza unfold. 

Hundreds lined Roswell's 
Main Street yesterday morning 
to get a taste of what they be¬ 
lieve happened nearby half a 
century ago. Crowds scattered 
as Jay Miller's unidentified craft 
veered out of control, crashed 

and burned. Miller, asyndicated 

political columnist from Santa 
Fe, won top prize in the “Crash 
and Bum Extravaganza." a 
soapbox destruction derby, 
Roswell's mayor, Thomas 
Jennings, looked on approv¬ 
ingly as his town's week-long 
1997 UFO Encounter reached 
its fiery climax. “When you live 
200 miles from anywhere 
you've got to create your own 
fun," said Mr Jennings, dressed 
in an aiien-fcsiooned denim 
shirt. 

Visitors paid $15 to be 
bussed to a site on the Com 
Ranch where the alien space- 

1 craft is said to have crashed^ 
"There has to be bfe out there." 
said David Samaha, a science 


teacher from Beaumont Texas, 
as he stared up at the vast skies. 
Dave Whitesel. 35. a lorry 
driver from Longmont Col¬ 
orado. said he had to visit 
Rosweil to find out more about a 
bright light he saw 16 years ago. 
"Where 1 come from, most peo¬ 
ple think you're crazy if you 
mention this kind of thing." 

The event attracted some 
35.000 people and earn the 
town of 48.000 $2.5 to $5 mil¬ 
lion. Crystal Chaves was among 
Roswell satisfied residents. 
"These are just rocks from 
around here and people are 
buying them," said Ms Chaves, 
who was selling silver-painted 
rocks for $2. 

Not all residents were 
pleased. Pastor Jim Suttle, of 
Roswell's Calvary Chapel, said 
fesUval-goers were being 
drawn by Saun. "People are 
looking to UFOs as a replace¬ 
ment for Cod," he said. "This is 
Satan distracting people from 
the Lord." 

Stan Crosby, festival organ¬ 
iser. said people could believe 
what they liked. "If aliens show 
up here let them try to convert 
them." 

in Roswell's convention cen¬ 
tre. a Now Orleans family tried 
to convert passers-by to their 
alien faith. "I'm an alien, and 
I've always known it," said April 
Morgan. 20. handing out copi^es 
of a book. An Interview With 
Jesus Christ, the Head Alien. 
Janet and Joseph Morgan said 
they raised their five children as 
aliens. "April's always been dif¬ 
ferent from other people her 


age," said Mrs Morgan, of her 
dau^ter dressed in a black ly¬ 
cra body suit 

Nearby. Russel Seifert sold 
picUed alien foetuses and other 
alien-orientated wares. 

A few booths down. Bill Mc¬ 
Donald, a private investigator 
and forensic artist, found that 
sales of spacecraft model kits 
were taking off. He did admit he 
meets a lot of strange people at 
sudi events. "Out of every 100 
people here I'd say six are gen¬ 
uine, 50 are here for the sex and 
the rest are mentally HI." 

John Mack, a Harvard psy¬ 
chiatry professor who works 
with people who claim to have 
been abducted by aliens, said 
25 to 30 per cent of ihem are 
mentally disturbed, but added: 
"We have to face the faa that 
were not the top being." 

Leah Haley, a chartered ac¬ 
countant. said she knows in¬ 
telligent life is out there. She 
claims to have been abducted 
by aliens several times and that 
humanoid babies were created 
from her ova. 

UFO researchers continue to 
look for hard evidence of the 
alleged crash. Russel Vernon 
Clark, a chemist, said last week 
that he has debris from the 
Roswell crash, but failed to pro¬ 
duce evidence. 

Some have given up. 
‘Roswell is this huge dead red 
iierring lying in the path of UFO 
research." said Karl Pflock, a 
writer and UFO researcher. 
The legend, the myth has taken 
on a life of ils own: the facts 
don’t matter anymore."

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Silver discs in sky 
—more witnesses 


ANOTHER two North-East 
Fife residents think they 
might have seen a UFO at 
around the same time as a 
Luthrie man who said he 
was baffled by a strange 
object in the sky. 

Last Saturday The 
Courier reported how a 
man walking his dog near 
Norman’s Law saw a silver 
disc with no definable front 
or back heading north-west 
in the early morning sky of 
June IS. 

He said it was visible for 
five minutes from about 
5,20 am and was definitely 
not a balloon or a plane. 
The man said there was 
another object, hovering 
directly above it, which 
was "deathly silent." 

RAF Leuchars have said 
that as far as the base's air 
traffic control centre was 
concerned, there were no 
military or civilian aircraft 
in the area at that time. 

Yesterday the mystery 
deepened as a woman from 
the Scooniehill Road area 
of St Andrews said that she 
saw something remarkably 


similar passing over the 
eastern skyline of the town 
as she looked from her 
window at about 5.30 on 
the same morning. 

The woman was so in¬ 
trigued by what she saw 
that she even went out to 
her front door to try and 
get a better view. 

She said. "It was a very 
still morning with no 
sounds at all when I saw 
them. There were two 
silvery objects with no de¬ 
finable front or back— 
things which seem to be 
exactly the same descrip¬ 
tion as what the man from 
Luthrie had seen a few 
minutes earlier heading in 
the opposite direction. 

"At first I thought they 
were gulls but it was the 
silver which caught my 
eye. I watched them for a 
few minutes flying one 
above the other then one 
shot up into the clouds 
while the other kept going 
dead straight. 

"I have no logical ex- 
plainaiion for what I saw 
and 1 don't believe in 


UFOs—my girls have been 
laughing at me all week 
about it urging me to 
phone The Courier—but I 
would just like the man in 
Luthrie to know that he 
was not alone in whatever 
it was he saw." 

Meanwhile, an 85-year- 
old Auchtermucht-/ woman 
told The Courier yesterday 
that she had seen some¬ 
thing equally as strange in 
the early hours of June 17. 
She said a motionless disc¬ 
shaped light hovered over 
Falkland for at least 45 
minutes prior to 2 am that 
night before moving south¬ 
wards towards the Lomond 
Hills. 

The location is close to 
where a craft of some 
description is alleged to 
have landed in a field at 
Newton of Falkland late 
last year. 

"I looked at the light 
through my binoculars and 
it was a dimly lit circle with 
bright lights around the 
outside. When I opened my 
window there was no 
sound." the woman said.

The family were then stunned 
when it suddenly zipped across the 
sky to the opposite side of the motor¬ 
way at roughly lOOmph before dis¬ 
appearing behind trees. 

Frightened 

The four were too frightened to 
?lop and search for the object, which 
'..id red lights on each corner and a 
large white light in the middle. But 
on their return home, they conucted 
UFO expert David Cayton. 

Mr Caylon and the Seel family 
returned to the scene over the week¬ 
end and spoke to farmers in the 
area. But so far they have been 
unable to find any other witnesses. 

Peter, 47, a mature student, said: 


■We were coming along the M56. 
when we saw a light in the aky to 
our left. We kept watching as we 
went along and thought nothing of 
it. As we got closer I expected to see 
some structure holding it up because 
it was that still. But then I realised 
it was just hovering in the sky. 

■To be honest, we were very 
frightened. We just wanted to get 
away from iL I have always kept an 
open mind about UFOs. Even now 1 
find it hard to believe. But fm just 
saying what I saw. I want an expla¬ 
nation for what it was.’ 

David Cayton said a number of 
objects fitting the Seel family's 
description had recently been spot¬ 
ted across the UK. He said: I am 
convinced this is genuine. They were 
verv frightened- They knew very lit¬ 
tle about the subject before, but now 
ihey are very interested. 

"We would like people on the 
motorway that night to come for¬ 
ward if they saw anything."

ARE the aliens coming? 

In the week that has seen the build up to the 
most thorough examination yet of the planet Mars 
— by mankind — the question on the minds of 
people in Dundonald is whether or not the aliens 
are already here, studying us. 

About a dozen people watched a strange specta¬ 
cle in the sky over the town last Friday night. 

For about two hours, an unidentified object 
appeared Co drift over several house. 

At first the object appeared to be elliptical and 
was about the size of large rader satellite dish. 

There seemed to be 14 or 15 flashing lights 
underneath it as the unidencifled object slowly 
drifted around, passing over houses in Auchans 
Drive and Cochrane Avenue. 

People watched it from about 11.20 pm to about 
1.20 am on Saturday morning. 

But at times it seemed to change its shape and it 
resembled a large letter ‘M'. 

Sometimes it appeared to be high in the sky and 
at other times it looked as if it was just above the 
rooftops. 

Some of Che witnesses were genuinely afraid, but 
the others were astounded. 

The spectacle was seen by villagers Shirley and 
Arthur Woodcock and by Geordie and Rena 
McNally. 

Debbie .McNally described the thing as "a senes 
of circles, giving off lights and rotating." 
Eventually the whole thing disappeared. 

Out even though it was gone, the mystery 
continued next morning. Two neighbours each 


found that when they switched on the light in their 
bathrooms the bulbs exploded. The object had 
hovered over both houses. 

So what was It? Air tralSc control .st Prestwick, 
the official reporting agency for any unidentifled 
aircraft and other airborne objects, say that 
nothing was reported to them from Ayrshire on 
Friday. i 

The spectacle may. however, have a perfectly I 
natural explanation. | 

Dundonald people may have seen a rare example | 
of the Gegenschein or a similar phenomenon. 

The Gegenschein is rarely seen as far north asi 
Scotland. It appearsm the sky. exactly opposite the 
sun. after sunset and is caused by dust in the 
atmosphere. That dust could have come from the 
volcano in Montserrat. 'Hie flashing Ughts could 
have been the stars shining through the fainter 
light 

But even if that theory is correct, it does not 
explain the exploding light bulbs. 

Meanwhile in Galston. a more solid object was 
seen last Thursday by someone who lives near the 
school. 

He described the object as a large black silent 
triangle with a white light at each comer. 

It was seen sometime between 11 pm and 11.30 
pm and was heading south.

SINCE featuring UFO investigator Sharon X's April

They believed it 
was certainly not from this world and admitted to being 
quite frightened by it. 

Sharon X, a represemaiive for North West Cumbria 
UFO Research and investigations, recently reported an aeri¬ 
al phenomenon spotted at 5.13am on May 24. 

According to reliable sources, a very large, long sil¬ 
ver object was seen moving in a slow, accurate pattern 
from left to right, pausing in the middle each time, in 
clear skies over the Solway Firth. 

‘This is just one of a large number of sightings over 
the Solway Rrth and Rimby wcxids areas in the last two 
years, said Sharon, who is hoping to organise a sky- 
watch with other UFO enthusiasts in the near future.
